Jesus  bade  the  disciples  beware  of  the  leaven 
of  the  Pharisees,  Which  is  hypocrisy.  The  pic¬ 
tures  of  the  Pharisee  which  are  given  us  in  the 
gospels  have  made. them  the  synonym  of  hypoc¬ 
risy  and  the  object  of  scorn  on  the  part  of  all 
honest  people.  It  was  the  purpose  of  Jesus  to 
tear  the  mask  from;  fheir  faces  and  reveal  them 
to  themselves  and  |6  others.  His  mtoUtry  was 
constantly  opposed  by  them  just  as  duplicity  al¬ 
ways  opposes  genuineness,  and  dishonesty  hates 
sincerity.  ■?  .  1  tvfemb'T 

And  yet  they  were  very  religioae  -people,  the 
most  religious  people  of  their  time..  They  were 
strenuous  believers  in  the  scriptures  and  were 
the  stalwart  ebsm  pinna  of  orthodoxy.  They  made 
great  pretenses  of  detotion  to  all  religious  duties 
and  ceremonies,  and  had  encrusted  their  faith  with 
a  coat  of  traditions  whu  h  to  them  were  very  sa¬ 
cred  and  binding.  They  could  bold  their  own  with 
any  modern  religionist  who  talk*  about  "our 
church,"  and  what  our  church  believes  and 
taaches. 

The  trouble  with  them  -was  that  they  were  in¬ 
sincere,  hollow  at  heart,  outwardly  correct  and 
inwardly* co erupt.  The  worst  form  of  sin  in  the 
world  prybably  is  lying  and  the  worst  sort  of 
.lying  in  the  wotM  (a  lying  in  the  name  of  religion. 
|a  liar  is  wholly  corrupt  at  heart  and  is  harder 
f  to  reform  than  a  drunkard  or  a  libertine.  Noth¬ 
ing  but  the  blood' of  Jesus  end  th*  infinite  grace 
of  God  caiTeeer  touch  or  cleans*  him.  The  worst 
form  of  lying  is  hypocrisy  in-iWligion,  a  religion 
that  is  a  mere  pretense,  that  is  assumed  and 


of  men  rather  than  the  favor  of  God;  Our  hope 
is  in  the  effort  to  really  say,  “I  am  an  unprofit¬ 
able  servant.

Bethlehem,  with  its  azure  sky,  its 
terraced  groves  of  olive  and  fig  .  ,frv 
trees,  and  its  sloping  hills  where 
shepherds  kept  watch  over  their.  <--y 
flocks  on  the  Christmas  eve  ce%*:f®^l 
turiea  ago,  is  the  Mecca  of  the  Chris*-  ■ 
tian  world  at  Chriatmas.  The  peo¬ 
ple  of  Bethlehem  look  forward 
the  day  with  keen  delight,  and  eiabo-  i 
rate  preparations  are  made  to  W«l-  /i-A 
come  the  Greek  Patriarch  of  Jeru-  .v*' 
valem  who  comes  each  year  to  eele, 
brate  the  feast  with  them.  On  the 
day  before  Christmas,  the  Patriarch 
accompanied  by  a  large  number  of 
his  bishops,  archdeacons  and  priests 
leave  Jerusalem  about  ten  o’clock  in 
the  morning  headed  by  kawases 
carrying  silver  maces.  Starting  from 
the  Jaffa  gate  the  procesaion  de¬ 
scends  into  the  valley  of  Hinnon  on 
the  western  side  of  the  lower  pool 
of  Gihon  and  on  to  the  plain  of  Rep- 
haim  known  as  the  place  where  Da¬ 
vid  overthrew  the  host' of  the  Phil¬ 
istine  at  the  shaking  of  the  mul¬ 
berry  trees.  Midway  between  Jeru¬ 
salem  and  Bethlehem  stands  the 
Monastery  of  Mar  Elias  where  tra¬ 
dition  locates  the  resting  place  of 
the  prophet  Elijah  on  his  long  jour¬ 
ney  to  Mount  Sinai.
